TERRITORIAL  GOLD  COINS. 

The  $50  Gold  piece  of  California  when 
in  fine  condition  commands  a premium 
of  $10  or  $15,  the  halves  and  quarters 
were  made  for  jewelers,  those  from  1851 
to  1876  have  a fair  proportion  of  gold, 
while  the  latter  ones  are  principally 
alloy. 

The  $2  50,  $5,  $10,  $20  and  $25  gold 
pieces  made  from  1849  to  1861  by  private 
firms  and  different  assay  offices  in  Cali- 
fornia, Colorado  and  Oregon,  do  not 
come  up  to  the  mint  standard ; some  of 
them  when  in  fine  condition  bring  a 
small  premium,  but  most  of  them  are 
par.  The  same  may  be  said  of 
$1,  $2  50  and  $5  pieces  coined  by 
Bechtler  of  North  Carolina  in  1834.

EXPLANATIONS. 

OLD  COINS.  Coins  are  not  always 
valuable  on  account  of  their  age.  The 
old  Spanish  silver  coins  which  passed 
current  in  this  country  from  1700  to  1800 
have  no  premiuui  value,  neither  do  com- 
mon dates  of  certs  in  ordinary  condition 
of  1798,  1803  and  1803,  or  old  Half  Dol- 
lars of  the  common  dat' s between  the 
years  1805  and  1835.  In  America  it  is  the 
fashion  to  make  up  sets  of  the  different 
coins  comprising  each  year  of  their  hsue, 
in  as  fine  condition  as  it  is  possible  to 
obtain  them,  and  it  is  the  demand  for 
the  coin  by  collectors  which  makes  tlie 
value. 

INFORMATION  pertaining  to  coins, 
etc.,  given  to  the  best  of  our  ability 
GRATIS.  Letters  of  inquiry  must  have 
stamp  inclosed  for  return  reply,  other 
wise  no  notice  of  them  will  be  taken. 

PRICES.  The  prices  quoted  in  this 
list  are  for  coins  in  a good  state  of  perser' 
vation,  that  is,  applied  to  a cent,  one 
having  the  date  distinct,  hair  not  w'orn 
off,  and  all  the  letters  legible  on  both 
sides ; applied  to  a silver  coin  means  a 
good  bold  impression  •,  and  to  a gold  coin 
one  that  presents  a handsome  appear- 
ance and  does  not  show  signs  of  wear.* 
CONDITION.  Coins  are  classed  as  to 
the  state  of  preservation.  Proof  coins 
are  tho  e made  annually  for  the  1 isi 
forty  years  by  the  mint  for  collectors  in 


brilliant  condition  by  burnishing;  uncir- 
culated coins  are  those  which  have  been 
kiid  away  carefully  and  have  the  origi- 
nal mint  lustre,  and  areas  sharp  as  when 
coined  ; fine  coins  have  the  hair,  eyes 
and  letters  bold  and  sharp,  and  not  worn 
off  or  corroded.  Good  coins  are  those 
in  which  the  hair  and  eyes  show  up 
well,  the  date  and  all  the  letters  perfe'ctly 
plain.  What  would  be  considered  fine 
for  a cent,  however,  would  only  be  good 
in  a gold  coin.  Fair  coins  have  the  date 
distinct  but  hair  and  letters  somewhat 
worn.  Poor  coins  are  those  which  have 
the  date  indistinct,  or  the  hair  and  let- 
ters badly  v/orn,  or  the  surface  badly 
corroded,  or  have  been  pierced  or  bat- 
tered. , 

Fine  and  Perfect  U.  S.  Cents.  There 
are  here  and  there  to  be  found  cents  of 
the  early  dates  which  have  been  laid 
away  carefully  since  the  time  they  were 
coined.  These  are  sometimes  valuable. 
For  instance,  for  a cent  of  1799  in  good 
condition,  we  pay  $5 ; but  for  a fine 
cent  of  the  same  date  we  would  pay  from 
$10  to  $35  ; and  fur  a perfect  cent  of 
1799,  that  is  as  bright  and  sharp  as  the 
day  it  was  coined,  we  will  pay  ONE 
HUNDRED  DOLLARS. 

CLEANING.  Do  not  attempt  to  clean 
FINE  coins  ; they  should  be  handled  only 
on  the  edge,  and  kept  w'rapped  carefully 
in  chamois  skin  or  soft  tissue  paper,  or

laid  on  velvet.  Gold  and  silver  coins 
may  be  rinsed,  not  washed,  in  hot  water 
and  soap.  Copper  coins  should  be  placed 
in  sweet  oil  only  to  remove  grease  and 
dirt;  acid.,  and  scouring  will  ruin  any 
coin  of  value. 

Obyerse  means  the  head  or  face  of  the 
coin,  or  the  side  having  the  principal 
device. 

Reverse  means  the  tail,  or  less  import- 
ant side. 

Legend  means  the  reading  on  the  coin. 

Flowing  Hair  denotes  the  hair  flow- 
ing Iccsely  at  the  back  of  the  head. 

Liberty  Cap  denotes  a bust  supporting 
a pole  on  which  is  mounted  a cap  of 
Liberty. 

Fillet  Head  denotes  the  hair  tied  in  a 
knot  at  the  bact  I the  beau. 

Turban  Head  denctes  a head  sur- 
mounted by  a turban  inscribed  “ Lib- 
erty.” 

Dies.  A ^liick  die  ucually  has  letter- 
ing on  the  eage  of  the  coin  ; a thin  die 
has  none. 

First  Regular  Coinage  denotes  the 
first  year  a coin  was  issued  for  circula- 
tion. Patterns  are  coins  struck  off  but 
not  put  into  circulation. 

Mint  Marks  consist  of  small  letters  on 
the  coin  ; 0 for  New  Orleans,  D for  Dah-i 
lonega,  C C for  Carson  City,  S for  San 
Francisco,  while  those  coined  at  the 
Philadelphia  mint  have  none. 

Arrows  and  Rays.  In  the  early  part 
of  the  year  1853  arrow  points  we  e added 
at  each  side  of  the  date,  and  rays  around 
the  eagle. 

Milled  Edge.  In  the  early  part  of 
1835  the  half  dollars  were  coined  with 
lettered  edge,  and  in  the  latter  part  with 
milled  or  ribbed  edge,  as  they  are  to-day. 


LEGAL  AND  BUSINESS  FACTS. 

Bills  of  Exchange,  Drafts,  Accept- 
ances, Etc. — A Bill  of  Exchange  or 
Draft  is  an  order  drawn  by  one  party 
upon  another,  payable  at  sight  or  stated 

date. 

It  becomes  an  “Acceptance”  when  the 
party  upon  w’hom  it  is  drawn  writes 
across  the  face  “Accepted,”  and  signs 
his  name  thereto  ; and  is  negotiable  and 
bankable,  the  same  as  a note,  and  is 
subject  to  the  same  laws. 

In  many  States  both  Sight  and  Time 
Drafts  are  entitled  to  three  days’  grace, 
the  same  as  notes  ; but  if  made  in  form 
of  a bank  check,  ‘ pay  to,”  without  the 
words  “at  sight,”  it  is  payable  on  pres- 
entation without  grace. 

Notes. — A Negotiable  Note  must  be 
made  payable  either  to  bearer,  or  be 
properly  ondor  ed  by  the  person  to 
whose  order  it  is  made.  If  the  endorser 
wishes  to  avoid  responsibility,  he  can 
endorse  “without  recourse.” 

A Joint  Note  is  one  signed  by  two  or 
more  persons,  who  can  each  become 
liable  for  the  whole  amount. 

Notes  falling  due  on  Sunday  or  on  a 
legal  holiday,  must  be  paid  the  day 


previous ; in  N.  Y,  State  the  day  fol- 
lowing. 

Notes  dated  Sunday  are  void. 

Altering  a note  in  any  manner  by  thie 
holder  makes  it  void. 

Notes  given  by  minors  are  void. 

A note  being  lost  or  stolen  does  not 
release  the  maker. 

Notes  obtained  by  fraud,  or  given  by 
intoxicated  persons,  cannot  be  collected. 

An  endorser  has  a right  of  action 
against  all  whose  names  were  previously 
on  a note  endorsed  by  him. 

Simple  interest  rule  on  any  amount, 
for  any  lime,  at  any  rate:  Remember  $1 
at  12  per  cent,  is  12  cts.  year,  1 ct.  month, 
% mill  day;  multiply  the  amount  under 
year,  month,  day,  by  the  time  money  is 
out — multiply  the  result  by  amount 
money  out — divide  by  12  for  1 per  cent., 
etc. 

The  Law  says:  Principals  are  respon- 
sible for  their  agents. 

Each  of  a firm  is  responsible  for  the 
whole  of  the  debts. 

Ignorance  of  the  law  is  no  excuse. 

To  conceal  a fraud  is  a fraud. 

An  agreement  without  a consideration 
is  void. 


Signatures  with  lead  pencil  are  valid. 

A receipt  for  money  is  not  legally  con- 
clusive. 

The  acts  of  one  partner  bind  all  the 
others. 

Contracts  made  with  a minor,  or  a 
lunatic,  or  on  Sunday,  are  vo.d. 

All  U.  S Treasury  and  National  Bank 
notes  issued  since  the  war  of  1861  are 
s‘  ill  redeemable,  including  the  fractional 
currency,  those  printed  on  one  side  only 
for  framing,  at  half  their  face  value. 

TJ.  S.  stamped  envelopes  and  wrappers 
spoiled  in  printing  or  writing  can  be  ex- 
changed at  the  Post  Office  for  stamps  at 
face  value,  but  postal  cards  are  rejected.
